John, 

Thanks  for  your  continued  interest  and  thanks  to  Senator  Bennett  for  allowing  you  to 
continue  to  bird-dog  the  Tronox  deal  on  his  behalf. 

Glad  EPA  got  back  to  you.  From  what  I am  hearing  today,  there  has  been  some  additional 
back  and  forth  between  EPA  and  DOJ,  and  that  DOJ  is  now  asking  that  additional  language 
be  added  back  into  the  agreements  and  deeds  that  we  had  gotten  Greenfield  to  drop  months 
ago  because  of  concerns  from  USFS  and  OCHS,  and  because  of  concerns  of  our  attorney,  if 
I understand  it  correctly,  that  adding  this  type  of  language  to  a Quit  Claim  Deed  was 
inconsistent  with  the  nature,  general  use,  and  purpose  of  Quit  Claim  Deeds.  This  is  sure  to 
slow  things  down.  Not  sure  if  it's  DOJ  or  EPA  asking  for  the  language  to  be  re-inserted.  I 
am  trying  to  find  out 

Greenfield  Multistate  Trust  attorney  Dean  Brockbank  and  I spoke  earlier  today.  I have  a 
call  in  to  Marc  Weinreich  but  haven't  heard  back. 

The  language  being  added  back  in  to  the  OCHS  agreement  and  deed  is  release,  covenant  not 
to  sue,  and  indemnity.  OCHS  attorney  strongly  objected  to  the  idea  that  OCHS  would  be 
asked  to  indemnify  the  federal  government.  I have  a call  in  to  him  to  discuss.  This  may  kill 
deal  for  OCHS. 
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I have  not  seen  the  language  being  added  back  in  to  the  USFS  agreement  and  deed,  but  it  is 
apparently  of  a "whereas,  therefore"  nature  and  may  not  be  of  great  for  the  Forest 
Service/DOI  OGC  to  accept.  Will  know  more  once  we've  seenit,  but  either  way  likely  will 
take  some  time  for  them  to  review. 

Dean  told  me  he  will  get  me  a draft  showing  the  proposed  additions  by  tomorrow. 

I am  hoping  Marc  Weinreich  has  shared  the  Forest  Service  concerns  with  both  the  EPA  and 
the  DOJ  that  his  deal  be  completed  by  October  15,  so  as  to  not  incur  additional  costs  of  re- 
certifying the  environmental  assessment. 

An  added  complication  is  our  attorney,  Zach  Miller  of  Davis  Graham  and  Stubbs,  working 
pro-bono  for  us  for  the  last  year  on  this  deal,  is  on  vacation  until  next  Monday.  I am 
leaving  Sunday  for  18  day  vacation  to  Europe  myself.  Through  the  wonder  of  smart-phones 
I'll  be  able  to  pay  some  attention  here  to  this  deal  while  away  but  not  that  is  not  what  my 
wife  envisioned  for  our  vacation. 

I am  cc-ing  Shawn  McGrath,  Andrea  Madigan,  Zach  Miller,  Greenfield,  TLR,  Barrett  Toan, 
OCHS,  and  USFS. 

I am  singing  Marvin  Gaye's  song  "Can  I get  a Witness"...
